Improving Dairy Cattle 

HIS issue of the Farmers Federation News 

has lots of information about the possibili- 
ties of improving dairy cattle. Not long ago our 
average production of milk per cow in West- 
ern North Carolina was about 3500 pounds per 
year. And there was very little chance of im- 
proving this milk production. Registered bulls 
were expensive, and bulls from the top fami- 
lies were out of reach of most of our dairymen. 
More than this, we had not made much of a 
study of proven bulls. The average dairyman 
bought a young bull and didn’t know whether 
he would increase the milk production of his 
daughters or lower that milk production. 

With the coming of the Southeastern stud 
in 1947, the entire picture changed. Here was 
an opportunity to have cows bred to bulls 
which had been proven by the progeny test to 
transmit high milk production. A search was 
made for these bulls all over the United States, 
and only the bulls that had proven by the 
records of their daughters as compared to the 
production of their dams that they could trans- 
mit very high milk production were placed in 
the stud. 

This service makes it possible for any farmer 
in Western North Carolina to develop high- 
producing dairy cows. A high-producing cow 
is a money-maker. The availability of these 
bulls marks a great step forward in Western 
North Carolina.

A New Money Making Crop 
Aromatic Tobacco 

ERE is a great opportunity for the farmers 

of Western North Carolina. An article by 
Mr. J. A. Few in the December issue of the 
Farmers Federation News gave many of the 
facts about this crop. It appears that if proper 
equipment is secured and if proper care is 
given in the growing and curing, a gross in- 
come of $700 or more per acre may be Ob- 
tained. This is the kind of crop that many a 
farmer in Western North Carolina has been 
looking for. 

The experimental work on the crop has been 
done by Duke University and by the extension 
services and experiment stations of South 
Carolina, North Carolina and Virginia. Its 
practicality has been proven by farmers under 
actual farm conditions. This crop seems well 
adapted to our mountain counties. 

It has these advantages: 

1. High cash return per acre. If the crop is 
well cared for, a cash return of $700 per acre 
is a conservative estimate. New methods of 
growing aromatic tobacco make this look like 
a very promising crop. Improvements in aro- 
matic production include the use of automatic 
transplanters, curing on wire rods instead of 
the string method, the use of heat in the curing 
process, and the numerous shortcuts in baling 
the leaves. The use of artificial heat removes 
a lot of the risk involved in curing the leaves 
resulting in a much higher quality leaf that 
invariably brings a higher price. Growers us- 
ing these curing units have averaged more 
than $1.00 per pound during the past several 
years. The leaves are small, and little stren- 
uous labor is required. So youngsters in their 


teens can do lots of the work. 

2. No fear of over-production. There is a 
demand for many millions of pounds of aro- 
matic tobacco right here in the United States. 
Very little of this aromatic tobacco is being 
produced at the present. So here is a crop 
with no danger of over-production in the neat 
future. 

3. No allotment required. There is no allot- 
ment required for the growing of aromatic 
tobacco. Many a farmer in the mountains 
would like to grow burley tobacco, but it has 
been impossible because he could not get an 
allotment. This is a chance to get in on the 
ground floor of the growing of aromatic to- 
bacco. 

4. It is a summertime crop, and the market 
is in August and September and the full cash 
return comes in the summer. 

5. This crop can be grown on comparatively 
poor soils. That is, the farmer can use his best 
bottoms for growing corn and other crops and 
grow aromatic tobacco on his poorer soils. It 
would be well to get the advice of the county 
agent on the location for the crop. The market 
opens the first of August.

HE GROWING of aromatic tobacco seems 

such a promising new source of income to 
our mountain farms that the Farmers Federa- 
tion will try to assist growers to get started 
with this crop. 

J. Sherman Hampton of Murphy, who has 
just returned from the Navy, and his father, 
J. H. Hampton, will be glad to assist growers, 
particularly in Cherokee and Clay Counties, 
to get started with this crop. 

This is a crop that is not over-produced in 
the United States. While over production is 
facing the poultry industry and most of our 
crops, here is a crop which is in great demand. 
Very little of it is being grown in this country, 
and there will be no over-production for 
many years. A man must get fixed up right to 
make a success of this crop. J. H. Hampton 
or Sherman Hampton will be glad to explain 
this crop and just what it takes to make a 
success.

Artificial breeding of dairy cattle 
was started in this country in 1938. 
It started off with one stated pur- 
pose—“To improve the productive 
capacity of America’s dairy cows 
by multiplying the influence of the 
best proved sires.” Those who took 
the lead in promoting this new idea 
had had ample opportunity to ob- 
serve the beneficial effects on a 
dairy farmer’s standard of living, 
of the use of bulls that turned out 
to be great proved sires. They had 
likewise observed the disastrous 
effects of the use of bulls that 
turned out to be poor. It was be- 
cause of their actual experiences 
with such situations that these 
leaders became so_ enthusiastic 
about the possibilities of artificial 
breeding. If, instead of siring 30 
to 50 calves a year, a great proved 
bull could, through artificial breed- 
ing, sire several hundred calves a 
year a great service would be ren- 
dered to our dairy industry. 

As is usually the case with any 
such movement—started with a 
lofty purpose—certain individuals 
immediately seized upon this new 
rapidly growing industry as a 
means of perverting its purposes 
to their own selfish advantage. 
Consequently, we first learned that 
“there weren’t enough proved bulls 
to go around.” Later, we began to 
hear, “Carefully selected young 
bulls are just as good as proved 
bulls.” As a result, many of our 
artificial breeding organizations 
soon found their studs filled with 
young bulls answering the same 
description as those which for gen- 
erations had kept the dairy indus- 
try hamstrung—Young bulls in 
whom someone had expressed high 
hopes because of such high sound- 
ing phrases as, “his seven nearest 
dams average—etc.,” “he won a 
prize at a certain fair,” “his dam 
has a high record.” 

Breeding Pitfalls 

An example of the pitfalls en- 
countered by following such a 
eourse is the “analyzed young 
sire” of the writer’s acquaintance 
which had sired over 7,000 off- 
spring before his promoters finally 
became convinced that he was no 
good. In spite of such experiences, 
however, practically every arti- 
ficial breeding organization in this 
country, except ABS, is using sev- 
eral “carefully selected” young 
bulls. Members of such organiza- 
tons are often told, in no uncer- 
tiin terms, that it is their patriotic 
cuty to breed some of their cows 
to these young bulls as a means of 


“proving” them. Such “artificial 
breeding” has come to mean noth- 
ing more than a process of sub- 
stituting a visit by the technician 
for a trip by the cow to the bull. 


ABS Adheres to Original Purpose 


With ABS the situation is dif- 
ferent. ABS has constantly held to 
the original putpose for which arti- 
ficial breeding was created— “to 
multiply the influence of the best 
proved sires.””’ ABS has continued 
to promote a breeding program 
based on the exclusive use of the 
best proved bulls. ThusABS—and 
no one else—has kept faith with 
the original purpose of artificial 
breeding. As a result, there is little 
similarity between developing your 
herd the ABS way and “breeding 
your cows artificially.” ABS en- 
ables you to substitute, in each 
successive generation, known high 
production inheritance for the un- 
known or known-poor inheritance 
which may have been lurking in 
your original cows. 


The contrast between American 
Breeders Service and “artificial 
breeding” is the difference be- 
tween having a goal—efficient, 
profitable milk production, plus 
the means of reaching that goal— 
and having neither a goal nor the 
means of reaching it. ABS enables 
you to make consistent progress, 
generation by generation, toward 
the goal of all intelligent dairy 
farmers—high profitable produc- 
tion. 


Young Bulls Risky 


“Artificial breeding” through the 
use of young bulls—another name 
for unknown inheritance—cannot 
help but result in a process of mix- 
ing good and poor inheritance. No 
one, regardless of how smart he 
may claim to be, can pick young 
bulls that will “turn out right” 
every time. 


It is for the above reasons that 
“the process of building a high pro 
ducing, profitable dairy herd is as 
simple as ABS.” No one acquaint- 
ed with the practical common 
sense of America’s dairy farmers 
will doubt their choice, ABS or 
“artificial breeding,” when they 
are in possession of the cold, hard 
facts concerning each. 





Remember .. . qa

Only about 13% of our cows in 
North Carolina are being bred ar- 
tificially; however, the quality of 
proved bulls available through ar- 
tificial breeding assures us that 
this particular segment of our cow 
population is being bred to some 
of the very best bulls available 
anywhere in the United States. But 
whet about the remaining 87% of 
our cows? Just how good are 
the bulls that are being used to 
breed these cows and how do their 
daughters compare with those re- 
sulting from artificial breednig? 

One way to answer this question 
would be to summarize the infor- 
mation on all of the North Carolina 
bulls proved in DHIA testing dur- 
ing a certain time and compare 
their performance with those 
daughters from artificial breeding 
that milked during this same per- 
iod. I did just that for this State, 
and the results were quite inter- 
esting! 

During 1952 and 1953 there were 
77 North Carolina bulls proved in 
DHIA testing. These were bulls 
that dairymen had selected as 
young herd sires a few years back. 
The combined proofs on all these 
bulls showed 

681 daus (ave. 9 per bull) 

Milk % Fat 
8,742 4.61 403 
681 dams averaged 
Milk % Fat 
8,981 4.54 408 
A difference of 
—239 +-,.07 5 

Of these 77 bulls, 23 or 30% in- 
creased production; 23 or 30% 
maintained production; and 31 or 
40% lowered milk production of 
their daughters as compared to 
their dams! It should be noted 
again that these records are from 
DHIA herds. They normally rep- 
resent our better dairymen who 
certainly would attempt to do a 
better than average job of selecting 
their young sir: Yet 40 per cent 
of them still lowered production. 

During this same period daugh- 
ters resulting from artificial breed- 
ing in North C ina were making 
their DHIA oduction records. 
Often they we n the same herds 
that proved e of the above 
bulls. The results, however, are 
quite differen

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TAKE THE GAMBLE 
OUT OF BREEDING 


At first glance this increase of 
268 pounds of milk per cow may 
seem small. Yet it is very satis- 
factory and represents real prog- 
ress in breeding. Because, first of 
all, we know that true genetic (or 
inherited) differences are small. 
Mother Nature is conservative. We 
can’t drastically change the inher- 
itance of a group of animals over- 
night. We must recognize that the 
progress will be slow. Secondly, 
a small increase may represent a 
sizeable gain. In this particular 
case it meant a difference of 507 
pounds of milk per cow (a +268 
instead of a —239 per cow). What 
would this be worth on 20 cows? 
And, thirdly, we can count on this 
increase year after year with ar- 
tificial breeding. It adds up fast, 
too. In just five generations, a 
relatively short time in breeding 
an outstanding dairy herd, by av- 
eraging this increase of 268 pounds 
of milk each generation, the herd 
average would be raised 1340 
pounds per cow. What would this 
be worth to the owner of a 20 cow 
herd? 

Artificial breeding to proved 
sires coupled with good manage- 
ment practices can take most of the 
gamble out of dairying. More and 
more North Carolina dairymen are 
finding that this is a must if they 
are to remain in the dairy business 
and be able to compete on the 
present market.

Another sign identifying this 
as a wildcat kill was the fact that 
the animal started feeding on the 
ventrel body openings. From ob- 
serving signs the method of killing 
could be reconstructed. The cat 
jumped on the deer from a stump, 
landing on the shoulders. The cat 
then caught the deer by the nose 
with one paw, biting and clawing 
the neck and shoulders. The head 
was pulled back toward the shoul- 
ders, an action which threw the 
deer to the ground. The deer ran 
about 20 feet in this time and when 
it fell did not get up. The final 
kill was caused by crushing the 
windpipe. However, wildcats do 
not feed habitually on deer; their 
most common prey being rabbits 
and squirrels. They will, however, 
take any animal that they can 
handle.

mums. To discourage these, scatter 
tobacco dust and Snarol around 
these plants. 


The compost pile should be 
worked over to hasten decomposi- 
tion, so that it may be ready to use 
by spring. 


If the warm spell is prolonged, 
you may be able to pick a spring 
bouquet of the early Jasmine and 
Breath of Spring with a violet or 
pansy or two. However, if they are 
not opening of their own accord, 
branches of such shrubs as Jas- 
mine, Forsythia, Quince, and Pussy 
Willows, may be gathered after the 
middle of the month and brought 
indoors for forcing. Immerse for 
an hour or so in warm water in a 
tub, remove and leave in water in 
a cool, dim place, occasionally 
spraying buds with warm water, 
for a week or so before bringing 
to full light and warmth. These 
bright spring blossoms will add 
much cheer to the dreary winter 
season. 


This mid-winter month will be 
a trying time for the house plants, 
which were probably neglected 
during the Christmas rush. They 
should be carefully gone over, giv- 
en a good cleaning, either by spray- 
ing or wiping off leaves with a 
damp cloth. As they begin to show 
growth this month, they should be 
fed with a good plant food, usually 
a teaspoon to a quart of water, 
but better of course, to go by di- 
rections of brand. 


One other reminder is to inspect 
bulbs in storage, especially Dahlias,

Mr. W. O. Briggs, District Co- 
operator of Jacks Creek has an 
excellent stand of alfalfa that he 
seeded this past August. Mr. Briggs 
received this stand by liming and 
fertilizing his field according to 
soil test reports. He prepared a well 
pulverized seed-bed well in ad- 
vance of the seeding date and seed- 
ed according to Experiment Sta- 
tion recommendations. 





Draining wet land has paid off 
for W. D. Adkins of Ramseytown. 
This past spring, Mr. Adkins 
drained an acre of un-productive 
land by use of both tile and open 
ditches. This field was seeded to 
soybeans and cane. The yield of 
hay from this field the first year 
has been sufficient to cover the cost 
of the drainage work. 

Mr. Adkins, one of the first al- 
falfa producers in the county is 
well pleased with the alfalfa on his 
farm and plans to seed additional 
acres in the coming years.

available. Pollen is really the key 
to colony development. 

Keeping in mind the fact that it 
takes eight weeks, let us say, to 
build big populations and the hon- 
ey flow begins in mid-April, then 
begin stimulative feeding in mid- 
February. I am calling this stimu- 
lative feeding in contrast to the 
subsistence feeding that might be 
done just to “bring the bees 
through” the winter. The differ- 
ence? Subsistence feeding is just 
enough to keep the bees from 
starving—usually just sugar fed in 
limited quantity. Stimulative feed- 
ing results in increased colony ac- 
tivity. More bees work harder. 
They wear out and die sooner, but 
there are proportionately more 
coming on to take their place. Be- 
cause of all this “busy as bee’ activ- 
ty, more feed is necessary—plus a 
reserve. 

Plenty of sugar syrup will supply 
the needs of the colony as a sub- 
stitute for honey. But what to use 
as a substitute for pollen? For- 
tunately soybean flour and brew- 
ers yeast can be used. In order to 
be sure that the bees get it, make it 
into a stiff batter with sugar syrup. 
Mix six parts soybean flour (not 


bees need “I-V” in 


soy meal)—it must be expeller 
processed—and one part dried 
brewers yeast. Stir enough 2:1 
sugar syrup into this to make it 
into a stiff batter and place this on 
the combs immediately in contact 
with the brood nest. At first a small 
pattie covering six square inches 
may be ample, but as the bees eat 
this up, larger cakes can be given. 
Once the bees start to use it, fresh 
cakes should be given each week. 
Where syrup and pollen substitute 
cakes are being fed together they 
may be placed one in front of the 
other on the frame top bars right 
next to the brood nest.
